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Djakarta 
Troops Seize 
Bangkinang in 
W. Sumatra 


DJIAKARTA (Kyodo-UP)— 
Government forces have invad- 
ed West Sumatra, the Army an- 
nounced Tuesday, 


Army forces striking south- 
westward captured the Key 
town of Bangkinang, 60 air 


miles from the rebei capital 
Bukittinggi. 


The government said the 
town was occupied four days 
ago and that the loyalist forces 
did not encounter any 
resistance. 


It was the first time that 
loyalist -troops entered West 
Sumatra, the stronghold of the 
rebels. 


Bangkinang lies over the 
border from the Riau area in 
Central Sumatra. 


P.I, Navy Alerted 

MANILA (Kyodo-UP) — The 
Philippines, expressing “deep 
concern” over “confirmed” re- 
ports to heavy Soviet aid to the 
Indonesian Central Government, 
Tuesday reinforced naval forces 
guarding its southern territory. 


The navy sent additional ships 
and men to southern Philippines 
waters and assigned Capt. 

Imilio Liwanag to take charge 

of tightening defense of the 
Philippines “back door,” Min- 
danao Isiand, only 50 miles from 
trouble-ridden Indonesia. 


The “confirmation” of Soviet 
aid to the Central Indonesian 
Government came, according to 
Filipino Foreign Secretary 
Fetixburto Serrano, from intel- 
ligence reports. 


Serrano conveyed his Govern- 
ment's “deep concern” to the 
Indonesian Government in a 
message sent to Dijakarta 
through Indonesian Ambassador 
Natsir Pamontjak. 


The message warned that 
“Interference {in the Indonesi- 
an civil war) by any one coun. 
try will endanger the peace in 
the area.” 

Parnontjak, however, denied 
that the Central Indonesian 
Government had received any 
aid from the Soviets. In an 
aide memoire to Serrano, he 
said reports of Soviet arms aid 
were without any foundation 
and constituted “nothing more 
than mere fabrications.’ 


‘No Red Arms’: U.S. 


WASHINGTON _ (Kyodo-UP) 
High American officials said 
Monday that the Soviet Union 
has not furnished any military 
equipment so far to the Indo- 
nesian Central Government to 
help it quell the rebellion on 
Sumatra, 


Nor has any other Communist 
country sent arms to the 
Djakarta Government recently, 
they added, 


These officials acknowledged, 
however, that they were some- 
what apprehensive concerning 
possible future deals between 
Moscow and Djakarta, 

State Department officials, 
meanwhile, expressed the belief

States have advanced measur- 
ably since World War II. 

What is the outlook for the 
immediate future? Barring a 
major change in the world situa- 
tion, it seems to me that the 
recession touched bottom in 
February and that it will con- 
tinue in about the same condl- 
tion for the first six months of 
the year. 

An upturn, I expect, will 
develop some time between the 
period after Labor Day in Sept- 
ember and the congressional 
election in November. This will 
be followed by a return to nor- 
mal, I expect, with the turn of 
the vear. 

Meanwhile, I see some pos- 
sibilities which cause me con- 
cern. For one thing, the labor 
contract in the U.S. auto im 
dustry will expire at the end 
of May. The 1,600,000-member 
United Auto Workers Union, 
led by Walter Reuther, is mak- 
ing a stiff demand for a profit- 
sharing system. If the demand 
is rejected, a strike may ensue. 

For another, the future trend 
in consumer credits is a mat- 
ter that will have an impor- 
tant bearing on. business. 


Nevertheless, I do not think 
the current recession requires 
heavy pessimism, 

Of course, the recession is a 
big issue for Japan, a nation 
economically subsistent on ex- 
ports, with the United States 
her largest export customer, 
and plagued by a domestic de- 
pression. 

But when American business 
picks up as I have indicated, 
its good effects will, I think, 
come to Japan with the turn 
of the year, 


Intends to 
Dissolve Diet 
Soon, Kishi 
Tells Miki 


Kyodo News Service last 
night quoted Prime Minister No- 
busuke Kishi as having told Ta- 
keo Miki earlier in the day that 
he intends to dissolve the House 
of Representatives during the 
current Diet session which will 
end on May 18. 

Miki is chairman of the Liber- 
al-Democratic Party's Polley 
Board. 

This js the first time the 
Prime Mmister has set an ap 
proximate date for dissolution 
of the Lower House and a gen- 
eral election. He has been tell- 
ing the Diet and leaders of the 
Government and his own party 
that his primary objective in 
the Immediate future was to 
secure Diet passage of the 1958 
fiscal budget and that he had 
not decided on any date for dis 
solution of the House. 

Diet approval of the budget 
bill was completed Monday. 
Government and Tory party 
leaders have since agreed, Kyo 
do said, to “make concerted 
efforts In preparing” for Diet 
dissolution and a general elec- 
tion. 

For this purpose the Govern 
ment and the ruling party are 
scheduled to rush deliberations 
on 38 out of the 76 Government- 
sponsored bills now pending in 
the Diet and try to get them 
- 6 pag in the current Diet ses- 
sion. 

Kishi and Miki reached this 
decision yesterday because of 
mounting indications that many 
of the key bills may be carried 
over into the next session, ¢s- 
pecially if the House of Repre- 
sentatives is dissolved at an 
early date, as a result of recent 
slowdown in deliberations. 

Among the 38 bills to be rush- 
ed are the Minimum Wage Bill, 
a bill for amending the Pen- 
sion Law to increase pensions for 
former military persomel, a 
bill for amending the Defense 
Agency Establishmer.t Law and 
Self-Defense Forces Law to im 
crease the Ground Self-Defense 
Forces by 10,000 men and a bill 
for amendiag the-Crimirsl Law 
and Criminal Procedure Law 
to make it a criminal offense 
to peddie influence.

Socialists Hail 
Soviet Ban Move 


The Socialist Party yer 
terday hailed the Soviet an- 
nouncement as an initial step 
toward eventual ban on all ex- 
periments of nuclear weapons.

2. The party will ask the 
Government to file a request 
with the U.S. and Britain for 
the suspension of scheduled 
atomic weapons tests, and to lay 
a resolution for a test ban be 
fore the U.N, without delay. 

3. The party will submit two 
resolutions to the Diet as early 
as possible—one for the prohibi- 
tion of atomic weapons tests and 
the other prociaiming Japan an 
atom-free zone. 

4. A party delegation will be 
sent to approach Britain’s Labor 
Party and Trade Union Con- 
gress, and West Germany's So- 
cial Democratic Party and labor 
unions In.an effort to expand a 
world conference against atomic 
hydrogen bombs, scheduled to 
be held in Japan in August.

1,000 Immigrants

OSLO ({(AP)—AIll passengers 
and crew members, except one 
German passenger, survived a 
blaze aboard the Norwegian 
immigrant ship Skaubryn Mon- 
day night, Captain Alf Haakon 
Feste reported Tuesday from 
the British ship City of Sydney. 

The German died of a heart 
attack aboard one of the 
Skaubryn’s lifeboats.

A 5O per cent attendance is 
amazingly low in this country 
where ballet schools are thriv- 
ing even in the remotest towns. 
The Russian Bolshoi  baliet 
troupe, which visited Japan last 
year, played always to a sell- 
out audience, 


Asahi, which invited the New 
York City Ballet, said the re- 
cent freak cold weather and 
possibly the programs unfami- 
liar to the Japanese were rea- 
sons for the box office flop. 

Asahi said an exceptional sell- 
out crowd attended its perfor- 


mance March 30 when the 
tickets were sold at a specially 
reduced price of 300 yen to stu- 
dents. Many students lined up 
before the booking office from 
the previous night and snapped 
up all the tickets in one hour, 
the paper said, 

When Bolshoi played, its 
¥2,500 tickets were sold by 
scalpers at ¥10,000. Scalpers 
are out of business for New 
York City Ballet’s ¥2,500 tickets. 

So far all the Japanese ballet 
reviewers have showered as 
much praises on the New York 
City Ballet as they did the Bol- 
shoi. 

But Western ballet in Japan 
was developed largely by White 
Russian exiles. Modern veneae 
like that on New York programs 
are not familiar to Japanese au- 
diences.

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Nagaseki where the Caronia will dock om April 7 with her world girdling passengers. 


Nagasaki, Japan’s West Gate 


The port city of Nagasaki will 
loom jarge again in its history 
of the tourist industry since the 
war with the arrival on Mon 
day, April 7, of R.M.S, Caronia 
of the Cunard Line, 


On her four previous visits to 
this cherry blossom country, she 
called only at the ports of Kobe 
and Yokohama, affording her 
passengers only six days’ sight 
seeing here. However, from 
this year the world<ruiaing 
passengers aboard, 490 in .ail, 
will have an opportunity of 
enjoying Japan two more days 
by this added call at Nagasaki. 

Nagasaki, situated on the west- 
ern coast of Kyushu and facing 
the East China Sea, is the west- 
ern gate to Japan. The port 
was opened in 1571, and as 
Japan's only trading port dur- 
ing the Tokugawa period, had 
close relations with China, Hol- 
land and Portugal,

There are still many 


evidences such as the spot 
where the 26 Christian followers 
were martyred. 

And Nagasaki is renowned as 
the setting for Puccini's world 
famous opera “Madame Butter- 
fiy” and the novel “Okikusan” 
hy Pierre Loti. 

Today, Nagasaki claims a 
population of over 300,000 and is 
the center of commerce and 
such industries as shipbuilding, 
marine products, etc. It abounds 
in many plates of scenic and 
historic interest such as Suwa 
Shrine; Suwa Park which con- 
tains the Negasaki Library 
where many valuable books and 
documents concerning the his- 
tory and development of the 
port city are kept and Oura 
Catholic Church, which Was 
partially destroyed by the atom- 
ic-bom bs. 

Built in 1864 by a French mis- 
sionary in memory of the 26 
Christian martyrs who were 
persecuted in 1596 for their 
faith, tris church contains many 
relics of historical value—the 
Statue of Peace, which is 66 feet 
tall, higher than the Great Bud- 
dha in Nara. It has been set 
up as an embodiment of the 


ardent wish of the people of 


Nagasaki for permanent world 
peace. 

Himi Pass, on the northeast- 
ern outskirts of Nagasaki, play- 
ed an important part in feudal 
days as the sole gateway to the 
port city for Japanese mer- 
chants who used to come from 
the Kamigata (present Osaka) 
district to contact foreign trad- 
ers. It commands an extensive 
view of Shimabaera Peninsula 
and Amakusa Island over the 
placid waters of Tachibana Bay. 

In spring, cherry blossoms 
adorn its neighboring - hillsides, 
presenting a very beautiful 
sight. The pass is 15 minutes by 
car from Dejima. Dejima was 
originally an island where 
Dutch traders were secluded 
during the period of national 
isolation (1641-1859), 

Nagasaki is accessible from 
Tokyo in about 25 hours by or- 
dinary express train of the Na- 
tional Railways and in little 
more than nine hours by Japan 
Air Lines and the National Rail- 
ways, making connections in 
Fukuoka. 

Recommended accommoda- 
tioms in Nagasaki are Nagasaki 
Kanko Hotei, five-minutes by 
ear from the Nagasak{ Station 
and Sciyotei Hotel, 10 minutes 
by car from the Nagasaki Sta- 
tion, both European style.

Japan, a8 a nation dedicated like none other. to the 
abolition of nuclear weapons, heartily welcomes the Soviet 
Union's decision to unilaterally halt its testing of such 
weapons... However, as a nation also dedicated to the de- 
mocratic way of life and hence unalterably allied with the 
free nations of the West, we cannot say our sentiment is 


Ww holehearted. 


The first thing everyone must note in the Soviet an- 


nouncement is the one big condition. 


Mr. Gromyko, the 


Kremlin's Foreign Minister, plainly said that if the other 
powers don’t follow suit Russia will consider itself free to 


end the suspension, 


On the face of it, that seems nothing but fair. But the 


timing is important. 


Both the United States and Britain 


have made extensive preparations for conducting tests this 


spring and summer. 


The American tests at Eniwetok are 


scheduled to begin so sedn as next week. And France is 
expected to try out its first nuclear bomb in the near future. 

Russia, on the other hand, has just completed its latest 
series of tests, seven since the first of this year and 14 
since last August. Presumably it has no more new nuclear 


weapons to test, 


So rather than call this a unilateral suspension, we 


‘should more accurately refer

to it as merely a uniloteral 


This is not to suggest that the Soviet move is some- 
thing to be dismissed forthwith as a phony. It is at the 
very least a healthy step in the right direction, the first 
real sign of possible progress toward solving the most 
pressing problem that mankind has ever faced—that is, 
eliminating the man-made threat of nuclear annihilation. 
Whatever we say or do, let us not lose sight of that ulti-

suspension of nuclear weapons tests, halting the production 
of nuclear bombs, destroving all those that exist and finallv 
disarmament in other ficlds, the logical procedure would 
he to go hack to the point where negotiations last ended. 
Instead, they have boycotted the established United Na- 
tions machinery for those purposes—just at the point, too, 
where it was beginning to appear that the two sides might 


reach a meeting of minds. 


it is admittedly hard to read the Soviet mind, though. 
While experience has taught us to be suspicious of the 
Kremlin's. intentions, we cannot afford to miss any oppor- 
tunity for a breakthrough in solving the East-West deadlock. 


The real test of Soviet sincerity in this step will comé 
after the forthcoming series of nuclear experiments by the 
Western nations. That is, it will come then if the Western 
nations should meet the challenge by announcing their 
suspension of nuclear testing, Which we fervently hope 


they Wil 


But the crucial question of inspection still remains. 
While we may hope for a sort of moratorium on the tests, 
that cannot last indefinitely and neither will unilateral 
declarations halting the. production of nuclear weapons— 
unless both sides are granted a sense of security through 


the means of neutral checks, 


In the meantime, Japan has an immediate decision to 
make in accepting or rejecting the American invitation to 
observe the eoming tests at Eniwetok, Though our Gov- 
ernment has protested those tests, it is as a member of 
the United Nations Scientific Commission that we have 
been asked to attend. We believe that in that light it is 
our duty to attend, Let us, after all, not imitate those who 
chose to ignore their responsibility to the one organization 
that can lead the world to genuine peace.

Red China Making Frantic Efforts for Return to Solvency

HONGKONG —~— Many have 
fReked whether the economic 
crisis In China, which became 
evident in the autumn of 1956, 
still persists or whether it has 
proved to be only a temporary 
embarrassment. The outiine of 
the Second Five Year Pian, pre- 
sented at the party congress in 
September 1956, was character- 
ized by a ecaling down of plans 
for development and foresaw a 
reduction in the speed of indus- 
trial growth in the coming 
years, 

The mood of pessimism pers- 
listed Into 1957, but more re- 
cently, official statements have 
reiterated the old optimistic 
view, The plans for 1956, which, 
18 months ago, Chou En-lai 
branded as a “failure” are now 
Called “an audacious acnieve- 
ment.” 

Yet, it does appear that the 
optimism now popular is being 
adopted for its propaganda et- 
fect; in December 1957, revi- 
sion of the targets of the sec- 
ond Five Year Plan (the con- 
spectus of the plan has not yet 
been published) was announc- 
ed with some pretence of show- 
manship, but on analysis they 
are found to be much the same 
as the modest ‘targets adopted 
in the chastened mood of 1956. 

No Recovery 

The fact seems to be that the 
economy has not recovered and 
cannot recover, cannot, that is, 
return to the forced rate of 
development of the First Five 
Year Plan. 

In the early years of the plan, 
there were each year issues of 
government bonds with forced 
investment in them; there were 
forced deposits by the farmers 


when they sold their crops. 
Then there was .the collectivi- 
zation drive, first among the 


farmers, and then, at the be- 
ginning of 1956, in commerce 
and industry when the bust- 
nessmen were compelled to in- 
vest all their savings in the 
businesses they were Josing. 
By all these means, the state 
was in effect taking Into its 
own hands the accumulated 
wealth of the country and us- 
ing it for capital investment in 
the industrialization projects. 


——— 


At the same time, the equip- 
ment, bought with the Ruesian 
loans, Was pouring in. 

Then, in 1956, it was found 
that no hidden weaith remain- 
ed to be tapped, while Russian 
aid dwindied to a trickle, 
though the burden of servicing 
the Russian joans remained. 
The crisis of 1956 was met by 
setting the printing presses to 
work to pour out currency 
notes, causing a disastrous rise 
in prices and widespread dis- 
tress, 

Swollen Notes 

The fact of inflation In 1956 
has never been officially admit- 
ted, but a recent article in the 
Peiping “Economic Research” 
mentions that the issue of 
money was swollen in 1956 by 
1,690 million yuan notes; it adds 
that by the end of June 1957, 
1,100 million of these had al- 
ready been withdrawn, 

Vigorous disinflationary mea- 
sures continue and have all 
the appearance of a desperate 
effort to return to solvency, It 
has been stated that the farm- 
ing population must increase 
their savings deposits from 
some 50 million to 1,000 million 
yuan; wages of workers have 
been reduced—after meetings In 
which the laber unions compel- 
led them to ask for a reduction 
in their wages: workers also 
are to make savings deposits, 
and a recent regulation states 
that, to save them the trouble 
of queuing, their deposits may 
be deducted from their wages; 
the reduction of staffs in gov- 
ernment offices serves the same 
purpose, 

Further, a decentralization of 
finance and commerce has been 
announced, which makes the 
provinces responsible for find- 
ing the money for thelr own 
projects and relieves the state 
budget of some of its burden. 
The provinces are exhorted to 
develop “agriculture, small and 
medium industries, local trans- 
port, loeal commerce, etc,” 

On Littl Money 

It is clear enough that it will 
be as difficult for the provinces 
as for the state to find the capi- 
tal needed for development,

Rise of British. Liberals

LONDON (AP)—Britain is a 
welfare state with a Tory Gov- 
ernment, 


For seven vears this anomaly 
has worked well with little 
grumbling among the electo- 
rate, 

Jobs were . plentiful, pay 
seales reasonably high and the 
outiook optimistic. 

There has been top-level! con- 
cern about the stability of the 
pound sterling—but this con- 
cern wasn't generally reflected 
at the lower level. 

But the steadily rising cost 
of living and the specter of un- 
employment has created a new 
political paradox—the revival 
of the middle-of-the-road Liberal 
Party. 

This new threat has helped 
to slow down both the Conser- 
vative clamor for more free en 
terprise by such things as re- 
laxing rent controls and the 
Laborite demand for more na- 
tionalization of industry. 

The victory of Mark Bonham 
Carter, grandson of former 
Liberal Premier Lord Asquith 
(1908-1916), in ‘a Torrington 
parliamentary by-election last 
week jolted thinking in the two 
major parties. 

The 56-year-old Bonham Car- 
ter overcame a 9,000 Conserva- 
tive majority in the North De- 
von farming district—a swing 
against the Tories of 15.84 per 
cent since the 1955 national elec- 
tions. 

But the Laborites had little 
to cheer about, for the swing 
against the Socialist nominee in 
the three-man fight was 5.15 per 
cent,

Asahi Shimbun said it wel- 
eomed the Soviet Union's an- 
nouncement to stop nuclear 
tests.

Mainichi Shimbun expressed 
ffar that the Soviet announce- 
ment cencerning its suspension 
of nuclear tests may concelv- 
ably make the United States the 
object of attack from world 
opinion and definitely place it 
in an awkward position. If the 
United States should think light- 
lv of the latest Soviet move and 
force its Pacific nuclear tests for 
military gains, the paper said, 
worlt opinton will certainiy 
turn on it.- it will be advisable 


for the United States to call off 
its Pacific plan by taking the 
Russians by surprise, the paper 
said. If both sides enter later 
into a formal talk to suspend 
such tests permanently, with 
their own tests suspended, the 
paper said, the issue of banning 
such tests will make rapid pro 
gress, 


Yomiuri Shimbun presumed 
the Soviet Union’s announce- 
ment that it will suspend its nu- 
clear tests is sufficient to show 
that the Soviets could not but 
bow to public. opinion and 
warnings by scientists against 
such experiments. The paper 
asked both the United States 
and Britain to follow suit, as 
requested by Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, It 
said the reason so far given by 
the United States for its failure 
to suspend nuclear tests that 
the West cannot suspend them 
untess the Soviet Union also 
stops, is now groundless in view 
of the Soviet announcement. 
There will be no plausible rea- 
sons, it said, to oppose the So- 
viel announcement,

“We would create a 
liberal atmosphere in this coun- 
try and in the Western world.” 

The new Liberal Party is des- 
cribed by its leader as “left of 
center—left in the sense that 
we stand for personal freedom 
against authority—whether state 
or other concentrations of power 
such as employers or trade

The cornerstone of the Libe- 
ral Party's foreign policy is free 
trade—the same as when such 
distinguished statesmen as 
David Lioyd George and Win- 
ston Churchill were the party 
champions.

Since World War I after 
the British leader resigned in 
1922 the party fortunes faded 
to a whisper—until the recent 
resurgence,

Drastic Measures

about 1 million now... . the 
yearly target has been over- 
fulfilled within 120 days.” These 
figures must be accepted with 
caution, for the quality of work 
done under a violent mass cam- 
paign, as experience in the past 
has shown, is defective; more- 
over expansion of irrigated 
areas requires the greatest cau- 
tion and careful planning, if 
the existing system of irriga- 
tion is not to be damaged, 


We quote this here, however, 
to show the desperate measur- 
es which are being taken to bol- 
ster the economy and maintain 
its development, measures now 
restricted to such as require 
little or no money—whatever 
they may require in exploita- 
tion of the population. 

It is curious that we do not 
know who in the Politburo is 
responsible for economic mea- 
sures, Ch’en Yun was com- 
monly the spokesman on such 
subjects, but he has been silent 
for months. Perhaps Chou En- 
lai’s laying down of the foreign 
secretaryship means that he is 
to give more time to the critical 
state of the economy,

THE TRIUMPHANT HERETIC, 
by Ernst Halperin, William Heine- 
mann Ltd, London, 1958, P, 324, 
Price 20s. 


Stalin once said outright in 
a discussion on Tito that he 
could liquidate the Yugoslavian 
leader any time he wanted. 
Subsequent events have proved 
him wrong, and the question 
whether or not Moscow can 
make Tito toe the line has crop- 
ped up in sharp relief again 
with the assumption by Khrush- 
chevy a few days ago of Sta- 
lin’s mantie as absolute ruler 
of Soviet Russia and the satel- 
lites. 


As he has been ‘in the past, 
Tito undoubtedly will continue 
‘to be a thorn in the side of 
Moscow. His fierce independ. 
ence and character presage 
this of him, though he is com- 
mitted by entente to take con- 
certed action with Russia on, 
among other things the Soviet 
timetable, Peiping’s application 
for U.N. membership, the issue 
of Korea and on the outlawing 
of A-weapons, 


In this book by Swiss politi- 
cal observer Ernst Halperin, 
the strong man of Yugoslavia 
is not treated biographically, 
but through the many histori- 
cal events happening in his 
home state and outside. Hal- 
perin is a noted and respected 
writer in Europe and his views 
on Tito vis-a-vis his early parti- 
san days, the Greek civil war, 
the fight for Trieste, the person- 
ality cult affair and his clash 
with Dijilas bear the stamp of 
authority. 

In essence the story of Tito, 
as Halperin tells it, is his strug- 
gies against Stalin, which is the 
subtitle of the book, Tito 
dared to pursue an indepen- 
dent, deviationist course, and 
set himself up in Communist 
dialectic history as the classic 
example of national commu- 
nism. 


Tito is willing to fight with 
arms, if necessary, to protect 
Yugoslavia's liberty. The arms, 
much of which are American 
given, are a deterrent to any 
foreign invasion, and it is not 
likely while Tito has it that 
Yugoslavia will be turned into 
another Korea, Hungary or Po- 
land. Only last week Dulles 
termed Tito an ally, in beseech- 
ing more aid to Yugoslavia. 

Tito derives his power from 
a hard core within the Commu- 
nist Party, whose members come 
from the Karst region. Yugo- 
slavia is divided economically 
and topographically imto the 
haves and have-nots, and the 
people from barren Karst con- 
stitute Tito’s intensely loyal ram- 
parts. The inference, author 
Halperin gives while going into 
detail on the geographical and 
historical past of the country, is 
that because of his Karst fol- 
lowers threats to his rule, or to 
internal dissension, are practi- 
cally nonexistent. 

And Tito’s powers are not only 
felt, acknowledged in his coun- 
try but also in southern Murope, 
where he has tried to organize 
a Balkan federation. Plans 
for it were balked by Russia, 
frightened over the specter of 
another separate sphere of influ- 
ence.

Steps Into Space 


Problems Faced in Interplanetary Travel 


By DR. JOHN B. HAGEN 


WASHINGTON  (INS)—The 
success of the Vanguard, the 
two Explorers and the Russian 
satellites might be considered 
as man’s first halting steps into 
space. 

The satellite experiments that 
have been performed have now 
demonstrated our ability to put 
scientific instruments in stable 
platforms in orbits around the 
earth. This is a simple task 
when it is compared with the 
next steps which must be taken 
to lead toward the final end of 
putting a man in a position 
where he could explore some 
distant planet or natural satel 
lite, 

The problems that lie ahead 
for the exploration of space are 
of two kinds, There is first 
the problem of the adequate 
design of a vehicle and of a 
launching system; and then 
there is, secondly, the problem 
of the control of the environ- 
ment so that it is not only pos- 
sible but safe to subject a man 
to this new environment, 

In a way, we are very much 
like the fishes fn the sea, if a 
man is removed from the few 
miles of deep denser lower at- 
mosphere of the earth, he then 
is in an environment which he 
can no longer tol: ate. 

First, he has no air to breathe, 
so he must then carry his 
breathing air with him. Second- 
ly, once he is removed from the 
lower atmosphere, he loses the 
protection of that atmosphere 
against such things as high en- 
ergy radiation from the sun, 
the extreme ultraviolet and X- 
ray radiation from the sun 
which would be sufficiently in- 
tense to burn his skin painful- 
ly in a very, very short time. 

Exposed to Radiation 

He is also exposed to the pri- 
marily cosmic radiation; this 
radiation is a much more ener- 
getic radiation than the second. 
ary cosmic radiation which we 
see here low in the atmosphere. 
Primary particles are heavier, 
that is some of them are heav!i- 
er and they have extremely 
high velocity so that they are 


very penetrating and have a 
high color ionized material. 
Quite definitely this primary 


cosmic radiation could be a 
serious problem for man _ to 
tolerate. 

The steps then that must be 
taken before we consider the 
putting of man into an explora- 
tory vehicle are to improve the 
design of the launching vehicle 
to make them capable of carry- 
ing a much heavier payload 
than any that has been attempt- 
ed to date, to make them cap- 
able of accelerating the heavier 
payload so that they can over- 
come the gravitational attraction 
of the earth and proceed in a 
controlled manner out and 
away from the earth. 

The amount of work that is 
required to do this is approxi- 
mately twice that r pound 
that is required for the satellite 
job. It would also be neces- 
sary in any man carrying vehi- 
cle to carefully control the en- 
vironment, to develop and have 
ready instruments for condition- 
ing the atmosphere within the 
compartment in which the man 
is put so that the oxygen will 
be continuously regenerated and 
carbon dioxide and the other 
products of his activity re- 
moved. . 

Approach Different 


This is not a new problem, 
It has, of course, been with us 
ever since the invention and 
use of ihe submarine, but the 
approaches for solving it will 
very probably be different in 
the manner of the space vehi- 
cle where weight is so impor- 
tant. Very little can be done to 
protect a man against the 
events of the primary cosmic 
rays because they are so pene- 
trating and it is just not con- 
ceivable that sufficient massive 
shielding could be carried aloft. 

Therefore, before a man is 
subjected to his cosmic radiation 
it is essential that first the true 
nature of the friendly cosmic 
radiatidn be determined, This 
is being done as a part of the 
International Geophysical Year 
(IGY) satellite program, But 
further it is important that liv- 
ing tissues be subjected to this 
radiation for a sufficiently long 
time so that its effect on the 
growth and on the heredity of 
the tissue can be determined, 


A good approach for doing 
this, of course, would be to fly 
simpler mechanisms with very 
short life cycles in satellites and 
observe these effects, particular- 
lv that of heredity on the sim- 
ple mechanisms and to go from 


that to graduated steps up to 
more complex mechanisms and 
finally arrive at the point 
where we could know whether 
it is safe for a man to be ex- 
posed to these radiations and 
to determine the safe length 
of time for this to go on. 

Once the basic problem of 
putting a man into space has 
been solved, then we can think 
ahead to the problem, of true 
interplanetary space travel. 
The basic problem here is that 
of propulsion and navigation 
and control, The greatest of 
these by far is propulsion. 

True interplanetary space 
travel is going to have to wait 
until high performance propul- 
sion units are developed which 
will be capable of operating 
over long periods of time with 
controlled amounts of thrust so 
that the traveler again has suf- 
ficient control over the fight 
of his vehicle to make sure that 
it will arrive at its chosen des- 
tination. 

Satellites First Step 

We must also, in thinking of 
this kind of travel, remember 
that the vehicle has to carry 
along with it sufficient propu!- 
sion so that it can make the 
return journey to the earth. 

The present growing satellite 
programs are the first step and 
I think that we stand a fair 
chance of seeing a good many 
more satellites circling the 
earth during the immediate 
future.‘ Programs are already 
in effect which, if moderately 
successful, can make it possible 
to have a good handful of satel- 
lites in the sky all at one time 
before the end of this year. 

What the future holds in store 
for this effort cannot be said 
with certainty at this time. A 
great deal is going to depend 
on the value of the scientific 
results that are obtained with 
the present satellites. It will 
also be dependent upon the de- 
monstrated need for further 
scientific work based on the 
breakthrough in our knowledge 
which may occur due to the 
investigations in this geophy- 
sical year. 

One can speculate that the 
effort is going to be demonstra- 
tively worthwhile and if it is 
so it should be clear that as 
time goes on and as our tech- 
niques improve we will certain- 
ly put larger and larger satel- 
lites in the sky. 

These larger satellites will be 
capable of doing much more 
difficult tasks and doing these 
tasks much more precisely than 
the present smailer packages 
can do, 

Areas for Study 

The areas of scientific in- 
terests that will be covered are 
first, the extension of the pres- 
ent geophysical interests where 
we study the nature of the 
atmosphere, the nature of the 
weather, the nature of the sun 
and its influence on our atmos- 
phere and our weather. 

The work. will go from that 
beyond to basic work in astro- 
nomy where astronomers will 
for the first time be able to put 
telescopes on platforms that are 
removed from the restrictions 
placed upon the astronomers 
here on this earth. 

Astronomers for centuries 
have been extremely interested 
in knowing what the true na- 
ture of the moon is. We know 
a lot more today than we did 
some 10 years ago-but there is 
still a large gap in our knowl- 
edge of the true nature of the 
moon. We are interested in 
the magnetic field; we would 
like to measure the intensity of 
the magnetic field of the moon 
and the orientation of this 
field. 


The question about the moon 
that is asked most often in talk- 
ing with laymen is that of look- 
ing at the back side of the 
moon—why does anyone want 
to do it? I think that the scien- 
tista are not nearly so interest- 
ed in a first peek at that side 
of the moon as they are in the 
things I referred to. earlier. 
However, it would be of great 
scientific interest to us to be 
reassured that the back side 
of the moon is not so much 
different in character from the 
side that we have been looking 
at for these many centuries. 

The need for doing each of 
the experiments or tasks that 
have been proposed should be 
carefully studied and then very 
careful plans made to insure 
that the jobs are done in a pro- 

r sequence so that we will 

ave a program which grows 
in orderly fashion and will carry 
us in the least possible time 
toward the eventual goal.
